clude, that the work of keeping converted 
Chriſtians ſtedfaſt in the Faith, and inoffenſive 


in character, required full as much activity and 


zeal, as that of firſt converting them.

were ever ſuffered, in any degree, to quit the 
mind, which had received them from indiſ- 
putable authority ? is obviated by our Lord 


himſelf, in the parable of the Sower and the 


Seed ; and the Apoſtle, in my text, adds to 
that parable a farther account of the matter, 
which had probably occurred to him, when he 


viſited the Corinthian Church; The world, 


« by their own wiſdom, knew not God in 


4 his wiſdom.” 


He might indeed obſerve the ſame on other 
occaſions. Some time after his firſt appear- 
ance at Jeruſalem, in the character of a Chriſ- 
tian, he retired to his native city of TARSUs, 
which he deſcribes as no mean city. Here it 
was natural for him to exert himſelf, in pro- 
claiming God in his wiſdom; and we have 


no reaſon to doubt of the Apoſtle's zeal. 
Yet it doth not appear from any report of his, 
or of his hiſtorian ST. LUKE, that he gained 
a ſingle convert. 


During his ſtay at ATHENS, he was per- 


mitted to preach the Word very publicly to 


philoſophers, and multitudes, who had leiſure 
and curioſity to hear him; but we read, that 
„ ſome mocked, and others ſaid, We will 


cc hear

hear thee again of this matter. So paul 
«« departed from among them ;” and the num - 
ber of his converts was remarkably ſmall. 

The three cities ATHENs, T'aARsus, and 
CoRINTH, whatever were their merits in other 
reſpects, ſeem to have been too vain and ſelf- 
ſufficient, to attend to religious, particularly 
to Chriſtian Knowlege. Vanity alone might, 
without the aid of enemies to Chriſtianity, 
ſuggeſt to their preſumptuous minds, that. 
every truth was perfectly comprehenſible by 
6 them; and that none was worth regarding,

continuance of Chriſtianity depended upon 
effectual Converſions. We read of a Church, 
who © ſearched the Scriptures daily for inſtruc- 
tion;“ and, in ſeveral of the epiſtles, the Chriſ- 
tians, to whom they are directed, are warmly 
commended for their conſtancy. He calls 


Phil. in. 2. them his joy, his crown, his glory;“ and

20. tells the Philippians, «I thank ny: God won 


Phil. i. 3. “ every remembrance of you.” 


We may ſuppoſe them to have been awed 
by a ſublimity, which they could not ap- 
proach with inquiries; and that, inſtead of 
vainly attempting to penetrate into the Sanc- 
tuary of God, they received, with humble 
minds, the glorious Emanation of infinite 
Wiſdom and Goodneſs; and, happy in poſ- 
ſeſſing this inexhauſtible fund of praiſe and 
thankſgiving, they embraced the joyful tidings

of Salvation, delivered to them, with an ap- 


peal to prophecies accompliſhed, and to mira- 


cles performed, either in their preſence, or 


within their memory. 


Among ſuch a people, a Cech was ſoon 
and deeply rooted. The Preachers of the Got- 
pel were the inſtruments of leading to Salva- 


tion them that believed. Whilſt one faithful 
Miniſter planted, and another watered, God 


gave the increaſe. Theincreaſe is well known. 
_ Chriſtianity, ' having ſpread far and wide, be- 
came, in proceſs of time, the national as well 
as domeſtic Religion of its profeſſors. 
We may gather from the different ſucceſs 
of Sr. Paur, and probably of the other 
| Apoſtles, in different places, and among peo- 
ple of different characters, that in the propa- 
gation of the Goſpel by human means, much 


obſervation, circumſpection and foreſight are 


as requiſite, as much zeal, ſince even in the 


hands of an Apoſtle, the good work might 
fail of ſucceſs.

one of the principal Teachers of it, ſeems 
intereſting on the preſent occaſion, however 


diſſimilar his undertaking may, in ſome re- 


ſpects, be from that of our venerable Society. 


A ſhort and general view of their maxims, as 
the ſame appear in their conduct, from the very 
commencement of their labours, will manifeſt 
their zeal for the Propagation of Chriſtianity, 
as well as a ſenſe and experience of difficulties in 

their way; and if, under that ſenſe, their zeal 
continued unſhaken, and their conduct deli- 
berate and judicious, with reſpe& both to the 
Os jrors and MisSIONARIES, it will appear 
highly probable, that they had the inſtructive 


examples and oy of ae times in 
their view. 


It is barely a Century ago, ſince 1 paſtoral 
care of the Church of Ex LAND in NoxTH 

AMERICA reſted upon the fidelity of no more, 
than Four Miniſters. Complaints were ſent 
over of this diſtreſs; and our anceſtors, not 
having yet been ſeduced by proſperity into 


the vanity of Irreligion, ſeized upon ſo fair 


an opportunity of doing good of the moſt im- 
portant kind, though far beyond the common 
ſphere of beneficence, and with ſome formi-

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dable appearance of difficulties. But they | 
were prompted by Zeal and Charity, two- 
ſtimulating motives to action, and inſpired. 
with courage to give them full. ſcope. 

Theſe noble principles, however, having in 

all ages of the Church, fince the firſt, ſome- 
times miſled good Chriſtians into abortive en- 

terprizes, happily for this evangolical ſpirit, 
it fell. under the guidance of our Society, 
which appears, from the Charter, to have 
originally conſiſted of ſome of the- wiſeſt, as 
well as moſt benevolent men of their time. 

The Charter impowered them to become 
Truſtees of the contributions to the Propaga- 

tion of the: Goſpel; in foreign parts, which A 
was explained to ſignify, the Britiſh Planta-- „ 
tions, Colonies and Factories beyond the Seas. 
As the Factories had before, and the inſular: 

Colonies much about this time, provided 
themſelves with a Religious Eſtabliſhment, at 1 

their own expence, the cares of the Society gn gs 
were chiefly directed to the Propagation of: 
Chriſtianity in NoRTH AMERICA, 

The Converſion of favage InDians: could 5 
not fail to be immediately in. contemplation; 
and fucceſſive attempts appear to have been. 

made 4 
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made in different parts; but moſt of them 


viduals, who had been. accidentally ſeparated 
from their tribe, or were ſingularly tractable, 
might be. perſuaded to become Chriſtians ;- 


ended in the diſcovery, how little acceſs there 


was, in the way of common inſtruction, for a 
Chriſtian Truth or Precept, to the minds of 
a people, though not merely animal, yet in 


molt reſpects very unlike the reſt of mankind. 
The Miſſionaries, who ſtudied their lan- 


guage, and did violence to themſelves in con- 
forming to their manners, were generally diſ- 


appointed; as many of the Church of Rome 
had been, notwithſtanding the ſuperior advan-- 


tage: they flattered themſelves with, in deco- 


rating Chriſtianity with the ſuperſtitions of 
that Church, and fo recommending it to the 


Imaginations rather, than the Underſtandings 


of their Diſciples. * # FF 4 
If ſome of the Converts of primitive times 


were unſtable, how little was to be hoped, 


after this experience, from a people, not ſo 


intelligent, nor ſo civihzed, as they! Indi- 


but, in moſt of thoſe inſtances, the firſt re-

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only to render a general converſion deſpe- 
rate, -- ... OO TE PETRO 
The Soviety, under theſe circumſtances, 


wiſely determined, to purſue a neceſſary and 
practicable Good more aſſiduouſly, than a de- 
firable, but apparently impracticable one; and 
turned their thoughts principally to the Re- 
vival and Support of Chriſtianity, in thoſe 
Britiſh Settlements in America, who were in 


danger of loſing it, by the want of external 


Religion. 


The IN DIANs however were not abandoned. 


Schools and Catechiſts were ſettled in their 
neighbourhood, and ſome Miſſionaries ſtill 
continued their attention to them, in order to 


aſſiſt the benefit they might derive from their 
occaſional acquaintance 


ith Chriſtians. 
O! that this had been, in general, as ſalu- 


tary in FACT, as it appears in Theory! 


But there was one illuſtrious example of a 
Member of this Society, who had the happy 


art of making a familiar intercourſe with In- 


dians inſtrumental to the Converſion of thou- 
ſands of them. I mean the late Six Wir- 
LIAM JOHNSON, a moſt reſpectable name, 
which, though it ſhould be eclipſed in Ame- 


rica, 
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rica, by later pretenſions of a different ſort, 
will be long had in remembrance and venera- 
toy among us. 
In thus directing the Mifons chiefly to 
the ſpiritual wants of our countrymen, the 
Society ſtill found difficulties, and ample 
room for the exerciſe of prudence. Their 
credit, as public Truſtees, as well as their own 
zeal for the ſucceſs of their meaſures, obliged 
them to proceed with caution, leſt their 
* Good ſhould be evil ſpoken of.“ 1 
This was particularly obſervable in one or 
two inſtances of their conduct with reſpect to 
M1ss10ns, I mentioned before, that the pub- 
lic call for them was preſſing; but as it was a 
matter of importance, to ſecure to the Miſ- 
ſionary ſuch a reception, as might give a proſ- 
pect of ſucceſs to his labours, they very wiſely 
projected no ſtationary Miſſion, without the 
requeſt or concurrence. of the community, to 
which it was deſtined. . 
When competitions aroſe from diferent 
Settlements, their judgment was called forth, 
to decide pretenfions, advanced upon partial 
repreſentations, and caſes, . very remote from 
ſtrict 1 inquiry; which diſadvantages they ſur- 


mounted

It proved, in ſome caſes, indeed too diffi- 
| cult to give a preference ; and in thoſe, their

The whole Inſtitution muſt, at ſeveral periods, 
l F have been in danger of ſinking under the fre- 
a quency and extent of theſe demands, had not 
| TD the reputation of its Conductors encouraged 
ö JT ſupplies, by general contribution, as ar- 
. gued, in every inſtance, a prevailing religious 
zeal, of the beſt kind, in this country; the 
= higheſt good-will towards our fellow-ſubjects 
=. in America; and a national approbation of the 
whole Defign, and the Execution of it. 
But the moſt conſpicuous mark of the pru- 
deential care of the Society has been exhibited 
in the choice of their Miss 1oNARIES. If they 
kave not all proved equally unexceptionable, 
every poſſible precaution has been uſed, to 
N admit none of evil report. The indiſpenſable 
j Qualifications, annexed to the annual Abſtract 
| | of our Proceedings, might ferve to evince this, 
had not the Miffionaries themſelves, during 
T the laſt ſeven or eight years, by their conduct 
| and 
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and ſufferings, borne abundant teſtimony to 
the attention and diſcernment of the Society. 


The characters of thoſe Worthies will en- 


title them to a laſting memorial in ſome fu- 
ture impartial hiſtory of the late events in 
that country. Their firm perſeverance in 
their duty, amidſt temptations, menaces, and, 
in ſome caſes, cruelties, would have diſtin- 
guiſhed them as meritorious men in better 


times. In the preſent age, when perſecution 


has tried the conſtancy of very few Sufferers 
for Conſcience here, ſo MANY, in ONE cauſe, 
argue a larger portion of diſintereſted virtue, 
fill exiſting ſomewhere among mankind, than 
a ſevere obſerver of the world might 2255 been 
diſpoſed to admit. 
Under the miniſtry of ſuch men, Chadi- 
anity is evidently in a progreſſive ſtate; and 
the great deſign of Infinite Wiſdom and Good - 
neſs, to bring all men into the Faith of Chriſt, | 
will be finally accompliſhed, however flow 
the progrels, and however malignant the op- 
poſition, or the indifference, which it may 
have to encounter. The harveſt is ſtill great, 
in the accuſtomed courſe ; and we truſt there 
will not be wanting labourers, or encourage- 


; C | ment, 
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ment, to execute the work, which at this 


time demands our attention, on the ſame Con- 
tinent. 


An infant Church i is riſing under the favor 


and protection of Government in Nova Sco- 
TIA ; and it is of a ſingular deſcription, con- 
ſiſting of honorable exiles, under the paſtoral 
care of fellow - ſufferers. God be praiſed, 
there is not a party among us, religious or 
civil, ſo narrow, as to cenſure the exertion of 
our faculties, in the ſupport of Chriſtianity i in 
this extraordinary Colony; who, having given 
ſignal evidence of their public virtue, and 


having paſſed through the ſchool of adverſity, 


may be preſumed eminently qualified, for re- 
ceiving and inwardly digeſting the inſtruction 
and comforts adminiſtered by our Religion. 

They are by this time, it is to be hoped, 


approaching towards a reſt from their trou- 


bles; and may, without a vindictive ſpirit, 


aim at the triumph of attracting hereafter the 
admiration of even their revolted neighbours, 
when by their induſtry, their union among 


themſelves, their fidelity to lawful Govern- 


ment, and their zeal for pure Religion, they 


become a moſt reſpectable and happy commu- 
nity. fe bo

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Another fair proſpect is ſaid to be open- 
ing in CANADA, where the Proteſtants, who 


amounted to a fifth part of the inhabitants, 
are ſuppoſed to have received a large aeceſſion 


of AMERICAN LOVYALISTS. As the circum- 


ſtances and condition of the Province will give 


riſe to various commercial ſettlements at a 


diſtance from each other, the cares of out 


Society will be beneficially extended thither, 
here Proteſtantiſm may be ſtrengthened in 
its tendency to prevail, in the manner, in 


which only any mode of profeſſing Chriſtian- 


ity ought to be propagated. 


Thus far we are not deſtitute of Objects for 


the Apoſtolical Defigns of this Inſtitution. 


We have experienced obſtacles for ſome years 
paſt, which our labours were not calculated to 


create, or provoke. In looking back with 
regret at the power of doing good, of which 

we are diſpoſſeſſed, the comfortable reflection 
occurs, that we have left evidences behind us, 


In various parts of AMERICA, of our having 


ſerved God, to the beſt of our judgment, in 
promoting the intereſts of his Wingmen.

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His Wizz. BE DONE ! He knows Trove, to 
bring about his great purpoſes, by Ax x events, 
and ANY inſtruments. Hz is as wonderful in 
the Government, as in the Creation of the 

World; and wediſcern marks of his Wiſdom 
and Power, in the many revolutions of hu- 
man affairs, which have affected the Chriſtian 
Church, from the firſt century down to the 
preſent. With ſo ſure a foundation of confi- 
dence in him, no good Chriſtian will murmur, 
or deſpair, under any diſpenſation of his. 
The Word of Gop, were it to proceed im- 
 mediately from Himſelf, would be irreſiſtible ; 
xm. . 35. 4 HS enemies muſt be ſeattered, and they 
. that hate Him, muſt flee before Him.“ 

When it has been conveyed by the means 
of Prophets and Apoſtles, the courſe of it 
has been ſoinetimes interrupted, they being

Chriſtian Zeal, under the guidance of ſuch a 
degree of prudence, as is neceſſary to give effect 


to all, even the beſt, human deſigns.

of ſupport and maintenance of ſuch, many , 
His loving ſubjefts wanted the adminiſtration of 
| God's word and ſacraments, and ſeemed to be 
abandoned to Atheiſm and Infidelity, and others of 
them to Popiſh Superſtition and Idolatry, 
The Society was compoſed, by the Charter, 
of the Chief Prelates and Dignitaries of the 
Church, and of ſeveral other Lords, and mi- 
nent perſons in the State, with a power to elect 
ſuch others to be Members of the Corporation, 
as they, or the major part of them, ſhould 
think beneficial to their charitable deſigns; 
and they immediately applied themſelves with 
great zeal and alacrity to the good work; 
and after adjuſting preliminaries in the choice 
of Officers, and ſettling ſtanding orders and 
rules for their more regular proceeding, they 
ſubſcribed every one of them, according to their 
ſeveral. ranks and diſpoſitions, an annual ſum 
to be paid to their Treaſurer, for the general 
uſes of the Society ; and choſe new Members, 
and gave out deputations, according to the 
powers in the Charter, to receive and collect 
the donations of all charitable and well-diſpoſed 
perſons towards this moſt pious deſign: And 
thro' an eſpecial bleſſing, this work of the Lord 
bath all along proſpered in their hands. An in- 
finite number of our own people, infants and 
adults, and many thouſands of Indians and

Newer, have been inſtructed and baptized into 
the true faith of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. Great 
ſums of money have been expended annually 
in the diſperſing of bibles and common prayer 
books, with an innumerable quantity of other 
books, and ſmall tracts of devotion and in- 
ſtruction. By which there was a very hopeful | 
and improving appearance of religion in the 
public worſhip of God, according to the liturgy 
of the Chureh of England, in a great number 
'of churches in America, under the direction of 
this Corporation, and in others which were 
raiſed by their means, till the commencement 
of the -troubles there. There are ſtill ſome 
Miniſters remaining 4n the now Independent 
States, as will appear by the ht in this abſtract. 
The Charter directs the Society to give an 
annual account to the Lord High Chancellor, 
the Lord Chief. Juſtice of the King's Bench, and 
the Lord Chief Juſtice of the — Pleas, of 
the ſeveral ſums of money by them received, 
and laid out, and of the management and diſ- 
poſition of the revenues of the Corporation: 
This is punctually done. And, as the Society 
annually make public an Abſtract of them and 
their proceedings, they take this opportunity of 
returning their moſt hearty thanks for the par- 
ticular benefactions and legacies which were 
received 1 in the year 1783, viz.

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The Society allow ten pounds worth of books 
to each Miſſion for a library, and five pounds 
worth of pious ſmall tracts to every new Miſſion- 


ary, to be diſtributed among his pariſhioners, 


and other parcels of books, as occaſion requires. 
And as the Society generally receive from their 
Miſſionaries accounts. of their proceedings, and 

of the ſtate of their ſeveral Miſſions, it is thought 


proper to publiſh the following Abſtract of ſuch 


informations as were received from the Mifſion- 
aries and others in the year 178 * ; 


Newfoundland. 


The Rev. Mr. Balfour in his annual letters 
has acquainted the Society, that he purſues his 


labors with the ſame attention, and has the 
ſatisfaction to find, that the longer he con- 
tinues in a place, the more harmony increaſes 
between him and his people. He has at length 
met with a perſon whom he thinks properly 
qualified to teach a ſchool, (Mr. George Ful- 


lilove) which is very much wanted at Harbor 
Grace, where there are many poor parents who 


cannot afford to give their children any edu- 
cation. In the ſummer time there are above 


forty ſcholars. The Society have therefore 
Ks ler. Mr. George Fullilove their ſchool- 


| maſter at that place. He acknowledges the 
receipt of a parcel] of books, which he will 
_ diſtribute among the neceſſitous. 
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200, beſides 40 Negroes ; has buried 360, oc- 


in Halifax, by a large influx of loyal Refugees, 


Mr. Balfour's Notitia is as follows : Com- 
municants 159; marriages 23; baptiſms 82, 
of which 3 were adults; burials 26. 


The Society have received intelligence that 
Mr. Barker, who was to have ſettled at Trinity 
Bay, having preferred his former ſtation at 

Providence, in the Bahamas, which he left 
upon the capture of thoſe iſlands by the Spa- 
niards, had returned back thither. 


Nova Scotia. 
Dr. Breynton acquaints the Society that 
there has been a great increaſe of inhabitants 


and conſequently, of his parochial duty. The 
inhabitants amount to 7000. He has baptiſed 


caſioned by a malignant meaſles, which proved 
fatal to many ; has married 79 couple, and has 
105 communicants. He ſuppoſes that 30,000 
Loyaliſts are ſettled in Nova Scotia, which, he 
thinks, will open a large field for the uſefully 
employing many Miſſionaries, School-maſters, 
and Catechiſts by the Society. He contri- 
butes all in his power to mitigate the hard- 
ſhips of theſe unfortunate people. = 


Dr. Byles ſtill remains at Halifax, as Chap- 


lain of the Garriſon, waiting an opportunity, | 
of being placed in a more eligible ſituation,

where he may more effectually anſwer the 
purpoſes of the Society. | 


The Society have received intelligence of 


the ſettlement of Mr. Wiſwall at Cornwallis, 
and have been alſo aſſured in a very obliging 
letter from Mr. Burbridge of that place, that 


his appointment is very agreeable to the peo- 
ple, that they are very thankful for it, and 


will do all in their power to render the ſitua- 
tion of their Miniſter moſt comfortable. They 
intend to make an addition to the ſmall par- 


ſonage houſe, and to repair the church, to 


which Mr. Burbridge and Mr. Belcher have 


largely contributed. 


The Rev. Mr. Bailey is alſo happily ſettled 


at Annapolis, where. there has been a great 


acceſſion of inhabitants by many loyal Re- 
fugees from New England and New Vork. 
There is a church at Annapolis 60 feet long 


and 40 wide, which, before the late war, had 


been incloſed and glazed : but as it lay ex- 
poſed to the enemy, nothing has deen done 
ſince towards fitting it up for public worſhip. 
But as ſeveral wealthy perſons have ſettled 
there, it is expected that it will ſoon be put 
Into proper condition, and that the people will 
ſubſcribe to their Miniſter proportionably to 
their abilities, and the expectations of the. 
Society. En. 1 


At 
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At Chriſtmas and Eaſter laſt he had ad- 


miniſtered the Sacrament, but, the weather 


being very cold, he had few communicants. 
He had baptiſed 25, buried 10, and married 
couple. There are 52 families of the 


Church at Granville, and many of them ſober 


and well-aftected people. 


Mr. Snow, who was appointed laſt year to 


the care of the School, having procured a grant 
of land at a diſtance, has reſigned in favor of 
Mr. John Macnamara, a young man, who was 
_ educated by Mr. Bailey himſelf, and whom he 


repreſents to be not only qualified in point of 


learning, but of remarkable ſobriety, and 1 un- 
ſhaken loyalty. 


The Rev. Mr. Delaroche continues his 
aſhduous attention to his Miſſion, and is about 


publiſhing a doctrinal and practical Com- 


mentary on the Four Goſpels, chiefly for the 


uſe of the unlearned. 


The Rev. Mr. Ellis has nothing new to 
communicate from his Miſſion. He had bap- 
tiſed 49, 5 of which were Negroes, and 1 


an adult; buried 183 married 123 communi- 


cants 57. 


From Mr. Eagleſan, the Miſſionary i in Cum- 
berland County, the Society have received no 


letter this laſt year. 


Among 
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Among the vaſt number of loyal Refugees 


who have ſought an aſylum in Nova Scotia 
are the following clergymen, connected with 


the Society, viz. The Rev. Meſſ. Walter, 
Panton, John and 1 Sayre, Browne, and 
: Beardlley. 


The people newly ſettled at Port-Roſeway 


have ſent over a memorial and petition to the 
Society, requeſting their aid to the ſupport of 


the Rev. Mr. Walter, whom they have unani- 


mouſly elected their Miniſter, they not being 
at preſent in a ſituation to provide ſufficiently 
for a Miniſter. They have, however, begun 


to erect a church, and a glebe will be allotted 
for the Miniſter”; 8 uſe. : 


The Rev. Mr. John Sayre, forinerly Miſ- 
ſionary at Fairfield in New England, has ac- 
quainted the Society, in a letter of October 


laſt, that he had got ſafe to Nova Scotia with 
his numerous family, and had an intention of 


ſettling upon St. John's River, where a large 
number of Refugees have fixed themſelves. 
That he was to reſide this winter at Majorvill, 


about ſixty miles from Fort Howe, up the river 


St. John, where he had procured two rooms 
for his houſehold, and had officiated in the 
meeting houſe of the congregationaliſts, with 
their approbation, to a numerous audience, 
conſiſting partly of the Refugees, and partly 
of the old ſettlers. But in the ſpring he de- 

ſigns 


ä 
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ſigns to move down the river to Fort Howe, 
where he hopes, through the favor of the 
Governor, that a houſe will be ready for his 
reception. And. he has ſuggeſted to the So- 
ciety, that if they think proper to open a 
Miſſion at the mouth of St. John's river, it 
ſhould include the townſhips of Conway and 
Gage ; at leaſt, till the inhabitants ſhall re- 
quire the care of Paſtors in ſmaller diſtricts. 


. - OO 


Mr. Sayre. ſays, that he pitched upon St. 
John's, merely on account of a multitude of 
his fellow-ſufferers, the. management of whoſe 
concerns he freely undertook, without any 
compenſation, having found them unſettled, 
and many of them unſheltered, and on the 
brink of deſpair, on account of the delays in 
allotting their lands to them, which, however, 
he hopes will ſoon be made eaſy to them, as 
he has had a conference with Governor Parr 
on that ſubject. I x 


That Mr. Beardſley, formerly Miſhonary at 
Poghkeepſie, New York, is in good health at 
the mouth of St. John's river, where he was 
building a ſhelter for his family, but means to 
go up to Ameſbury, where the people have in- 
vited him to be their Miniſter. 


He adds, that at the point of land in St. 
John's Harbor the Refugees have built more 
than 500 houſes, moſtly frames, within ten 

5 3 5 2 
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weeks, and new frames were daily raiſing. 
That another large town will riſe in the courſe 
of next ſummer at the townſhip of Gage ; a 
third at Burton, on the river Oromocto; a 


fourth at Ameſbury, on Belleifle river, a de- 


lightful ſpot, ſituated between the Grand Bay 
and Belleiſle. Which detail, he thinks, will 
ſhew the Society, that there is a large vineyard 
for their cultivation, as the province is likely 
to be ſettled with unexampled rapidity, by an 
acceſſion of no leſs than 25,000 people. 


Mr. Sayre concludes, that having loſt his 


All, fo as not to have had even a change of 
raiment for either himſelf or his family, and 
having been obliged to borrow money to en- 
able him to remove to Nova Scotia, his proſ- 
pects would be very gloomy, were it not for 
his dependence on the goodneſs of the Society. 
With gratitude for paſt ſupport, and with 
ſtedfaſt reſolution to merit by his future con- 
duct the continuance of it, he will exert him- 
ſelf as far as ever a ſhattered conſtitution will 


permit. Since the writing of this, ſome later 


accounts have been received, by which it is 
apprehended that Mr. Sayre is in a very dan- 
gerous ſtate reſpecting his health. 


This being the ſtate of Nova Scotia, the 


Society have it in contemplation to extend their 
exertions in aid of the newly ſettled places. 


F But 
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But as it is neceſſary to act with prudence and. 
caution in the firſt eſtabliſhment of Miſſions, 
in order that they may be opened in the pro- 
pereſt places, and their bounty beſtowed where 
it is moſt wanted, and will be of moſt uſe, 
the Society have not yet come to any deter- 
minate concluſion, beyond the continuing the 
former ſalaries to thoſe Miſſionaries who have 
removed to Nova Scotia, But as Mr. Sayre's 
circumſtances have been peculiarly diſtreſſing, 


the Society have granted him a gratuity of 
2 15 


The Society have alſo received information 
that old Mr. Browne, who had been between 
40 and 50 years Miſſionary at Newark in 
New Jerſey, and who had ſome time ago been 
compelled to conſult his ſafety, and retire to 
New York, was at length arrived at Annapo- 
lis, after a month's tedious and tempeſtuous 
voyage, which has ſo affected his wife, that 

it has brought on a- delirium, from which 
there is little hope of her recovering. He 
loſt in his paſſage the greater part of what his 
friends had ſaved of his property at Newark. 
Almoſt his whole dependence now is on the 
Society's bounty ; without which he could 
not pay for the little hut in which he is now 
lodged. He is happy, however, in the con- 
ſciouſneſs of never having done any thing to 
_ occaſion the cruel treatment he has met with. 


He 
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He never preached a ſingle ſermon which had 


the leaſt tendency to inffame the minds of the 
people. His only crime was, that he was a 


Clergyman of the Church. of England, and, 


of courſe, a friend to Government and the 


Conſtitution in Church and State. 


Canada. 


The next Province, which will now moft 
probably claim the attention of the Society, is 


that of Canada, where the ſtate of the Pro- 


teſtant Religion is moſt deplorable, as was 


more particularly remarked in the Abſtracts 
of the two laſt years. There are ſeveral places 


where it is imagined that a congregation may 
be collected, and a Miniſter may be very uſe- 


fully employed, either at Sorrel, or St. John's 
upon the river Chambly, or at Coteau de Lac, 


or Cateracwa, at the entrance of Lake On- 
tario. And as the Rev. Mr. Doty, late the 
Society's Miſſionary at Schenectady, who was 


ſome time fince in that country attending 


the Mohawks, and is well acquainted with the 
ſtate and ſituation of it, has freely offered his 


ſervices ro the Society, they have judged it 
fitting to make the trial, and have accordingly 
appointed him their Miſſionary at Sorrel, with 
a ſalary of fifty pounds, and he is about to go 


in the firſt ſhip that fails to that countr ry. 
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Mr. Stuart | is already there, having che care 
of the School at Montreal, and probably will 


be able to form a congregation alſo in thoſe 


parts, as ſoon as things are a little more ſet- 


The Society have received two letters from 
him in the courſe of the year, in which he 
acquaints them, that he viſits monthly the 


Mohawk Indians, to whom he adminiſtered. 
the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper on Chriſt- 
mas, Eaſter, and Whitſunday laſt, ty. a few 
communicants, owing to their unſttlednets. ; 
That in the laſt autumn the greater part of 
them had removed to Niagara, to join their 
| brethren there, who had: formed a village near 
that place: and had not. the boundaries fixed 


by the peace brought this place within the 


juriſdiction of the States, the whole would 


have ſettled there. Mr. Stuart had baptiſed 
9 Indian infants, and 37 whites; married 


Indian couple, and 12 white; and buried 6 
Indians. 


In the 1 letter he mentions, that the 
Chiefs of the Mohawks had returned home, 
but that he had not yet learnt whether the 
had determined on any place for their future 
ſettlement. He viſits them as uſual, but is 
ſorry to obſerve, with leſs fucceſs, as they 


have | unhappily become more addicted to

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drunkenneſs, by the eaſy opportunities they 
have had ſince the war of coming at ſtrong 
liquors. Since his laſt he had baptiſed 2 In- 
dian adults, and 9 infants, and 34 belong- 
ing to the army ; married 4 couple, Indians, 
and 8 white; buried 3 Indians, and 11 whites. 


A letter has reached the Society from the 
Rev. Mr. Seymour, who was the Miſſionary 
at Auguſta in Georgia, from which place he 
was compelled to fly, after having ſuſtained 
very grievous loſſes and ſufferings, as hath been 
particularized in former Abſtracts. He eſcaped 
to Auguſtine, from whence the letter is dated, 
and where he was the officiating Miniſter, 
and was to remain till the Spaniards ſhould 
take poſſeſſion of that place. He is entirely 
at a loſs how to diſpoſe of himſelf and his 
diſtreſſed family, but propoſed to go to Provi- 
dence, in the Bahamas, where he requeſts the 
Society to ſettle him, if there ſhould be no 
other Clergyman there. But it is more than 
probable that St. John's is filled again by Mr. 
Barker's return; but the Miſſion at Harbor 

Iſland and Eleuthera is open. 


After a long ceffation of correſpondence, 
the Society have at length received a letter 
from the Rev. Mr. Lucius, Miſſionary to the 
Palatines, dated Congarees, October 30, 1783, 
in which he acquaints them, that after the 
evacua-

evacuation of Charles Town, he attempted to 
o to his old reſidence at Coffee Town ; but 


12 ſundry informations he found it to be 


an impracticable ſcheme, and therefore re- 


turned back, and ſtaid in Charles Town till 
March laſt, when it was judged beſt for him 
to go to his preſent ſtation, there being then 
not only the greateſt number of Palatines, 
but alſo of his old pariſhioners, at the Con- 


garees, 142 miles from Charles Town. His 
preſent congregation 1s increaſed to 70 com- 


municants. He has baptiſed 19 infants, and 
1 adult, a Muſtee ; ; and buried 1 1 ſince March 


laſt. His people in general are very irrepre- 
henſible in their morals and behavior. He 
returns the Society thanks for having accepted 


his large draught for arrears of falary to the 
amount of W 


Africa. 


The Rev. Mr. Quaque, Miſſionary at Cape 
Coaſt Caſtle, has informed the Society, that this 


laſt has been a year of great mortality. There 


have been no baptiſms, many infants having 
died ſoon after they were born, and in ge- 
neral, the ſtate of religion is by no means 


Jouriſhing. 
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t The Society, from their firſt inſtitution, ta-

9. His conformity to the doctrine and 
diſcipline of the Church of England. 


And the Society requeſt all perſons concerned, 
that they recommend no man out of favor or 
affection, or any other worldly conſideration, but 
with a ſincere regard to the honor of Almighty 
Gop, and our bleſſed Savior; as they tender 
the intereſt of the Chriſtian Religion, and the 
good of mens ſouls. 


But if any perſon ſhould appear abroad in 
the character of a Clergyman of the Church of 
England, 
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England, and diſgrace that profeſſion by im- 
proper behavior, the Society deſire their friends 
to examine, if they can, into his Letters of 
Orders, and to inſpect the liſt of the Miſ- 
fionaries annually publiſhed by the Society, by 
which it will be found, that he came thither 
without their knowlege ; or if it ſhould hap- 
pen otherwiſe, they will upon due information 
fut away from them that wicked perſon. :
